How does one create a commemorative painting for Alabama's twelfth National 
Championship which crowned Bama's greatest season in its fabled history?... Gene 
epee Cea of the Year?.,, a spectacular Sugar Bowl game—Sugar, as in "icing" which 


topped the Centennial celebration season? These were just some of the thoughts running 
through my mind as I was searching for the "right" image to paint. Add to this: two First 
Team All-Americans, the Sugar Bowl MVP the Pat Trammell Award winner, plus the 
dazzling heroics of George Teague. Any one of these alone would be suitable subject 
matter for a painting. | quickly concluded that there was not one ee image, but 
perhaps a dozen or so working together that might begin to do the theme justice. I 
resolved the matter by deciding to incorporate all of these important elements, giving me 
the material for another epic-like painting. However, eventually I had to work back to that 
single image, or scene, on which this story could unfold. This caused me to search for an 
innovative approach to the painting. This was my greatest challenge of the project 
notwithstanding the detail of a certain plaid sports coat and four mesh jerseys! 


I did not like the idea of using the typical art montage since I wanted to create a more 
realistic setting. The idea for my final image, in part, evolved from Crimson Legacy. The 
background of framed photographs used in it became the "Diamond Vision" screen from 
the Superdome on which I could depict the essence of the game. I also took the artistic 
liberty to reconstruct Coach Stallings’ post-game victory ride so I could highlight some of 
the senior players and in order to utilize more symbolism. 


The central figure of Coach Stallings is the anchor of the composition. Behind the Coach 
is the Diamond Vision screen on which is depicted (from left to right) the Sugar Bowl's 
Most Valuable Player, Derrick Lassic(25) as he follows the blocking of Martin 
Houston(35). On the right half of this split-screen image is portrayed one of the most 
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amazing feats in the history of football George Teaser) spoils the Miami receiver's 
hopes for the end zone and steals the ball in mid stride. Under the figure of Coach 
Stallings(from left to right) is depicted George Wilson(68), winner of the Pat Trammell 
Award. George was a major factor in the game as Bama's offensive line rendered the 
Miami defense a "non-factor." George's father, Butch Wilson, played on Bryant's 1961 
National Championship team, illustrating a real-life "tradition within a tradition." Behind 
Wilson, Johnny Howard provides a shoulder for Coach Stallings' victory ride. John 
Copeland(94) joins Eric Curry (80) in letting the world know who is Number One while 
their arms visually form a "V" for victory. Perhaps the two most ay rae defensive ends 
to ever work in tandem, these two players both made First Team All America. I included 
George Teague(13) again in the bottom right of the painting since his number represents 
Miami's score in the Sugar Bowl. Alabama's score(34) is represented by the raised 
helment next to Teague's helment I thought that it was appropriate to portray Teague 
holding a football since he Stole two Of them during the game. One Of these he picked off 
and returned for a touchdown. The number twelve helment being held aloft represents 
Alabama's twelve National Championships. 


There will never be a greater season of Alabama Football than we have just witnessed. At 
least not in our lifetime. Sure, we may possibly see another National Championship and 
perhaps another 13-0 season. But we will not see these feats coupled with the Centennial 
celebration and the inaugural SEC Championship Game victory. 


So to the coaches, players and staff of the 1992 edition of The Crimson Tide football team 
and to the Good Lord, I thank you-we all thank you-for allowing us to witness once again 
the courage, class and commitment which Coach Paul Bear Bryant instilled in Alabama 
faithful everywhere. May we be better people for it.

Miss was a frequent visitor to the Sugar Bowl back in 
John Vaught'’s coaching career, and the joke among New 
Orleans merchants was that Rebel fans brought $10 and the 
Ten Commandments and didn’t break either. 

Bama’s great bowl tradition started with The Rose Bowl way 
back in 1925. Wallace Wade was the coach who took Alabama 
to the Rose Bowl three times, 1925, 1926 and 1930. And all 
three times Bama emerged as the National Champions.

Smith and a hard-nosed end named Paul Bryant defeat- 
ed Stanford 29-13. Long afterwards, when he had become 
Coach Bryant, he told an amusing story about his running to 
make a tackle on the sidelines, only to be distracted by the 
sight of a “handful of silver dollars” that were lying on the 
ground. Back then a silver dollar was a lot of money, and he 
wanted to stop and pick up the money. But about that time the 
runner knocked him over, and when he recovered from the 
blow he looked for the money, but it, too, was gone. The Tide 
was awarded the national championship, with Minnesota also 
winning in one of the selections. You have to realize that 
champions were picked differently then than they are now. 

This was before what we now know as the Associated Press 

and CNN/Coaches polls. Magazines and individuals such as 
Football Thesaurus, Football Annual, Dickinson, Davis, 
Helms, Dunkel, Litkenhous and others all picked national

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The Gator Bowl: 


Can Bama Go Out Winning?

It’s a far different situation 
than a year ago as Tide 
faces North Carolina 


a 


nce upon a time their was a Bowl 
Onsite of one-former Alabama 

Head Coach Paul Bryant. Well, that 
may be a little over-simplification, but the 
legendary coach had tremendous influence 
with how the bowls made their selections, 
particularly if it would be beneficial to the 
Crimson Tide. 


However, Bryant was concermed with bowl 
game match-ups primarily when it was criti- 
cal to the national championship picture. He 
knew his team was going to be in a bowl 
game somewhere each of the last 24 years of 
his career. He saved his persuasive tactics for 
the ones that mattered. 

So when Bama had a record that wasn’t in 
national championship contention, as it did 
following the 1968 season, a Gator Bowl was 
acceptable. While Alabama won and lost in 
meaningful bowl games in the Bryant era, its 
record in the so-called minor bowls was 2-3- 
2. And one of those losses came in the 1968 
Gator Bowl, a 35-10 pasting at the hands of 
Missouri. The loss left Alabama (which had 
lost two regular season games by a total of 
three points) with an 8-3 record. 

A quarter of a century later, Alabama, with 
an 8-3-1 record, is headed back to the Gator 
Bowl, now to face North Carolina. This is a 
big difference from a year ago, when Bama 
was headed to the Sugar Bowl with a 12-0 
record to meet Miami for the national cham- 
pionship. A year ago incentive was no prob- 
lem for Coach Gene Stallings’ team. This 
year it must be assumed that incentive is 
with the Tar Heels. While North Carolina's 
basketball team is of national championship 
quality, the Tar Heels of Coach Mack Brown 
are not on that plateau, despite a 10-2 
record this year. North Carolina will be fac- 
ing the defending national champion and 
the team with the greatest bowl tradition in 
college football. 

This will be the first meeting ever between 
Alabama and North Carolina in football. It 
will be Alabama's national record 46th bowl 
game. Bama has a 25-17-3 bowl record. 

Kickoff is set for 7 p.m. EST (6 p.m. cen- 
tral) Friday, December 31. The game will be 
nationally telecast by the cable network, 
WTBS, with Gary Bender and Pat Haden the 
announcers. 

Stallings has said that he plans to make 
this bowl trip a fun one for the Crimson 
Tide. While that can be just the right course 
to take, it can also lead to disaster if things 
are too relaxed, i.e. the 1991 Fiesta Bowl. 
Stallings is not one to turn the extra days of 


One question regarding Alabama in the Gator 
Bowl is who will be the Crimson Tide quarter- 
back. Brian Burgdorf has been the number two 
man through most of the year and started in 
place of Jay Barker against Florida, but was un- 
ceremoniously lifted in the second half.

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practice bowl teams are allowed into an ad- 
ditional spring training. He is not likely to 
do as Colorado did in preparation for the 
Blockbuster Bowl against Alabama a few 
years ago and take the 10 or so days of prac- 
tice and make massive changes in schemes. 
And even though the plan is to make the 
bowl trip a fun one, Alabama's goal will be 
to win the football game. 

The Tide (which was excused from prac- 
tice because of final examinations until 
December 15) was to practice in Tuscaloosa 
through December 22, take a short holiday 
break, reassemble in Jacksonville on 
December 26 and resume practice that day. 
Bama practices in Florida were to be at 
Nease High School in St. Augustine, while 
team headquarters were to be the Marriott 
Sawgrass in Ponte Vedra. 

The question is whether a Crimson Tide 
that has been on the mat for most of the last 
half of the season, losing three of its final 
four games, can gather itself enough to play 
at a level where it has a chance to beat 
North Carolina. 


labama had great expectations going 
Aw this season. To say the year has 

been a disappointment is to say the 
Mona Lisa is a picture. 

Injury luck has been terrible. In the early 
going, Bama’s defensive line was shuffled 
weekly in an attempt to get healthy bodies 
in place. Later the Tide would be hit with 
injuries in the secondary, offensive line, the 
running back corps, and at quarterback, 
where Jay Barker was battered and bruised 
through the middle of the season, then lost 
for the year when he suffered a knee injury 
against Auburn. 

But even without the injuries, there have 
been disappointing performances. The de- 
fense did not tackle well, particularly at 
linebacker positions. 

And there have been other problems. 
Following the Auburn game, outside 
linebackers André Royal and Will Brown 
were suspended indefinitely and All- 
America cornerback Antonio Langham was 
declared ineligible after it was learned he 
had signed with an agent nearly a year ago. 

The Tide has tried to overcome its situa- 
tion with changes in personnel and 
schemes. Early in the year, primarily be- 
cause of poor tackling by the inside 
linebackers and also in hopes of getting a 
better pass rush, Bama changed its primary 
defense from an odd-man front to a four- 
man front. 

On the offensive side, a veteran offensive 
line had a horrible year, called for numerous 
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Willie Gaston 


(and critical) penalties, ineffective on run 
and pass blocking. As a last resort, the Tide 
went to a shotgun (or spread) formation in 
the Southeastern Conference Championship 
Game against Florida. But more than that, in 


the last half of the season the Tide went 
more and more to the Tide's all-everything 
Deuce, David Palmer, to generate offense. 

Palmer is a fabulous athlete and no one 
can argue that Bama’s best chance to win 
down the stretch was with Palmer at quar- 
terback. But Alabama's overall offensive 
scheme will be better with Palmer at flanker 
and an adequate performer at quarterback. It 
is impossible to say if Stallings will try again 
with Brian Burgdorf, who started a couple of 
games and was satisfactory in a half of play 
against Auburn; or go with Palmer; or even 
go with true freshman Freddie Kitchens, the 
strong-armed passer whom many presume 
to be Bama’s quarterback of the future. 

Statistically, North Carolina has been 
stronger against the rush than in pass de- 
fense, but there’s a big question as to 
whether Bama can (or will) try to exploit 
that. 

Alabama has a good wide receiving corps 
in Palmer, Kevin Lee, Chad Key and 
Toderick Malone, but someone has got to 
deliver the ball to them. The tight ends have 
been little-used in Bama’s pass offense this 
year. 
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It's no secret that Stallings wants to run 
the football. That has proved a tough goal in 
recent games. After starting the season with 
a school record-tying five straight 100-yard 
rushing games, Sherman Williams fell off 
dramatically, partly because of injuries. In 
the last seven games, in which he played 
one play in one and not at all in another, he 
has had only 158 total rushing yards. The 
four-week layoff from playing may prove 
beneficial for Williams and Bama’s rushing 
game in the Gator Bowl. 

Behind Williams, senior Chris Anderson 
has been unable to provide much of a spark 
because he is not a tackle-breaking runner. 
And behind him is a freshman, Brian Steger, 
who has good size, but not great starting 
speed, 

Alabama has also used some one-back of- 
fense and has occasionally had both full- 
backs, Tarrant Lynch and freshman Taurus 
Turner, in the backfield together. 

In football, though, the scheme is less the 
thing than is the execution. If the Tide of- 
fensive line doesn’t rise to new heights 
against North Carolina’s defensive front, it 
will be another frustrating day for Bama. 


Ithough Alabama still ranks among 
A«: nation’s statistical leaders in pass 
defense, the loss of Langham, along 
with the season-long injury safety Chris 
Donnelly has played with, makes the sec- 
ondary suspect. And with Royal, the Tide's 
best pass rusher from the outside, suspend- 
ed, Bama is vulnerable to the air game. 
Willie Gaston is a good athlete and a very 
good safety, but his performance at corner- 
back in the SEC title game was not good. 
However, he had only a few days of practice 
at that spot prior to the Florida game, and

should be improved against North Carolina. 

However, it is not the Tar Heels’ passing 
game that is the cause of greatest concern to 
Bama in the Gator Bowl. North Carolina can 
run the football.

If the public address announcer in the 
Gator Bowl says “Johnson” too many times, 
it’s going to be a long night for Alabama. 
Curtis Johnson, a sophomore, is North 
Carolina's starting tailback. This year he 
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Mack Brown 


rushed 173 times for 1,034 yards and 11 
touchdowns, He's backed by freshman Leon 
Johnson, who rushed 179 times for 1,012 
yards and 14 touchdowns. While Southern 
Cal is known as “Tailback University,” the 
Trojans (who, incidentally, were beaten 31-9 
by North Carolina in the season-opener) 
have little on the Tar Heels. North Carolina 
has a long, storied history of 1,000-yard 
rushers. 

While the rushing game has to be Bama's 
primary concern, as is frequently the case 
when a team can run the football, the pass- 
ing game becomes very effective. Starting 
quarterback Jason Stanicek completed 64 
per cent of his passes this year. 

Although Stanicek will throw to his backs, 
particularly Leon Johnson, far-and-away the 
number one receiver for the Tar Heels is se- 
nior split end Corey Holliday, who had 50 
catches. There's also a senior at flanker, 
Bucky Brooks, who had only half as many 
catches, but averaged 20.6 yards per recep- 
tion and caught six for touchdowns. 

North Carolina has good linebacker play, 
particularly from inside linebacker Rick 
Steinbacher and outside linebacker Bernardo 
Harris. 

The most notable aspect of the North 
Carolina special teams is “blocked kicks.” 
The Tar Heels had six during the year, in- 
cluding four punts. Safety Bracey Walker 
had four blocked kicks. One area in which 
Bama will have to be alert is that North 
Carolina’s punter, Mike Thomas, is also the 
backup quarterback and will throw from 
punt formation. The overall North Carolina 
kicking game appears to be about average.

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The Seniors: 


Adding To Alabama Tradition 


by Rush Garner 


After a rough beginning, 
seniors have succeeded 


he 1993 Alabama football senior class 

will have plenty of great memories of 

their careers at The University, includ- 
ing the 1992 Southeastern Conference and 
National championships, as well as an un- 
beaten string that included 28 straight victo- 
ties and 31 games without defeat. But with- 
out the luxury of hindsight, some of this 
year's seniors may have wondered if they 
had made the right decisions to come to 
Alabama. 

“It was very frustrating,” said split end 
Kevin Lee of Mobile. “We were so excited, 
and to lose the first three games just took 
the wind out of our sails. But we got it to- 
gether and started to play up to our poten- 
tial.” 

In 1990, the year this year’s seniors were 
freshmen, Alabama opened the season with 
three consecutive losses. The pressure of big 
time college football was getting to what 
was a talented, but obviously inexperienced, 
group of freshmen. 

On defense, true freshmen nose tackle 
James Gregory and cornerback Antonio 
Langham were forced into starting action, 
and the growing pains were felt early in 
those first three losses. But the players and 
coaches rebounded to win seven of the next 
nine games, the biggest being a 9-6 upset of 
Tennessee in Knoxville and a 16-7 win over 
Auburn. 

After the turnaround of 1990, people were 
optimistic about '91. So after an opening- 
day drubbing of Temple, all eyes turned to 
Gainesville, Florida. Alabama suffered a hu- 
miliating defeat at the hands of the Gators, 
35-0. It was the first shutout in a road game 
for the Tide since 1976. “I wanted to crawl 
in a hole and die,” linebacker John Hutt 
said. “After we suffered that defeat on na- 
tional television, we were all dejected, but 
we tried not to let it get us down because we 
knew we had to play the rest of the season.” 
The feeling the players had after that bitter 
defeat must have stayed with them for a 
long time because it would be 31 games be- 
fore the Tide would be on the losing end 
again. 

“That streak put us in the record books for 
a long time to come,” said offensive tackle 
Roosevelt Patterson. “It was special to be a 
pore of this team because Alabama football 

s lasted for over 100 years and when they 
look back and see that the 1993 squad holds 
the record, it will be special.” 

When the streak finally did come to an 
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end, it was up to the seniors to show leader- 
ship and keep the team together. “That loss 
was a big letdown for us,” said tailback 
Chris Anderson. “But, realistically, it had to 
end sometime. Now we have to start a new 
streak for the other guys. It’s up to the se- 
niors to keep a positive attitude.” 

And four of these seniors have the special 
honor and duty of serving as Alabama's cap- 
tains: Langham and outside linebacker 
Lemanski Hall on defense and Anderson and 
center Tobie Sheils on offense. 


hile the team achievements are 
most important to Alabama's se- 
niors, many of them have also 


been recognized individually. The most hon- 
ored has been Langham, a consensus All- 
America and one of the most honored play- 
ers in Crimson Tide history. But Sheils, Hall, 
defensive end Jeremy Nunley, and Gregory 
have also been honored with All- 
Southeastern Conference and other honors. 

Offensive tackle Matt Hammond has al- 
ready set a new record for consecutive starts 
by an Alabama football player and by the 
end of his career he will almost certainly 
have 50 consecutive starts, a record that will 
be very, very difficult for anyone to break. 
Ozzie Newsome, the all-time great Bama re- 
ceiver, had the old record of 47 consecutive 
starts from 1974-77. Hammond said he 
would particularly remember his last game 
in Bryant-Denny Stadium, a win over 
Mississippi State. “It’s a pretty big deal for a 
senior to go out there for the final time,” he 
said. “We really wanted to leave there with a 
win.” 

Hammond said he thought “A lot of the 
burden fell on the seniors this year, because 
the other guys were looking to see how we 
reacted alter the unbeaten streak ended. 
There were some guys who had never 
played in a losing game here. The best thing 
to do is go out and win. That helps you for- 
get the disappointment. It will be real im- 
portant to end this season with a victory, for 
the seniors and for those who are coming 
back next year.” 

Like Hammond, Nunley is a fifth-year se- 
nior. “I've played football here a long time 
and played in a lot of games, and winning 
that last one on campus was real important,” 
he said. 

Safety Chris Donnelly is a senior with a lit- 
tle different background, having transferred 
after beginning his career at Vanderbilt. He 


has been at Alabama three years, played the 
last two. “The seniors have tried to make us 
closer as a team, and I think the leadership 
has been there,” he said. Not surprising, 
Donnelly said his favorite memory of 
Alabama football would be the 1992 opener, 
his first game as a Crimson Tider and 
against his former teammates, Vanderbilt. 
Bama took a 25-8 decision and Donnelly 
made his first start and his first Alabama in- 
terception. 

While some of these players can measure 
their achievements through the number of 
entries they have in the record book, all will 
have other less tangible benefits of having 
been Crimson Tide football players. Most of 
the seniors of '93 will not be able to parlay 
their football skills into multi-million dollar 
professional livelihoods and will soon be out 
of the bright spotlight of Bama football. But 
they will have degrees and they will have the 
memories and stories of a national champi- 
onship and they will have championship 
rings to remind them of the good times. 

Senior tight end/snapper Matthew Pine 
doesn’t envy those going into professional 
football and looks forward to his post-foot- 
ball career. “When 1 came here in 1989, 
Coach Curry (former Alabama Head Coach 
Bill Curry) told me | could earn a scholar- 
ship,” Pine said. “It took two years to do it, 
but I finally earned that scholarship. That's 
something no one can ever take away from 
me, being a scholarshipped Alabama football 
player.” He also applied his determination in 
the classroom, and will be an Alabama grad- 
uate when the Tide goes to its bowl game. 

Hammond and Sheils earned their degrees 
before the season began. In addition to Pine, 
wide receiver Lorenzo Cole is a December 
graduate. 

Despite getting off to a horrendous start as 
freshmen, the 1993 Alabama football class 
persevered and added to the lore of Crimson 
Tide football.

First year as Tider proves 
exciting and satisfying 


to Alabama in 1992 that he wasn’t 

going to play football that year. He 
was academically ineligible to play or prac- 
tice. And knowing that his first time on the 
Bama practice field wouldn’t come until 
August, and that Alabama had a handful of 
top wide receivers returning, he didn’t ex- 
pect to play much this year, either. But when 
Tide flanker Curt Brown injured a knee in a

summer pickup basketball game and had to 
under go reconstructive knee surgery, 
Malone thought things might change. And 
they did. 

Because he was a new player this year, 
Malone was able to report along with other 
Alabama newcomers, primarily freshmen, 
for three preliminary days of practice before 
the varsity returned. He took advantage of 
that opportunity to catch the eye of 
Assistant Coach Woody McCorvey, who tu- 
tors Bama’s receivers. 

“Toderick injured his shoulder and then 
pulled his groin, but he never missed prac- 
tice,” said McCorvey. “That showed me he 
had some toughness about him.” 

Malone, 6-0, 185, has not only played as a 
sophomore, but his over 30 yards per catch 
has demonstrated big-play ability. He has 
made the most of his nine pass receptions, 
producing 272 yards and two touchdowns. 

One of his big gainers came against 
Louisiana Tech, a 45-yard touchdown catch 
from freshman quarterback Freddie 
Kitchens, his former Etowah High School 
teammate. “It was an across the middle 
route,” Malone said. “I caught it, broke a 
tackle, and ran it into the end zone. 

Another came ona key third down and 15 
possession against LSU when Malone hauled 
in a 46-yard aerial from flanker-turned-quar- 
terback David Palmer that led to a Tide 
score. “That was a stop-and-go route and 
David just laid it up there and | kind of 
caught it in stride,” Malone said. “But I 
tripped and fell, or | might have gone in for 
the touchdown.” 

And then there was another Kitchens-to- 
Malone connection, this one a 77-yard bomb 
that burned Southern Mississippi. While 
most notations of the play pointed out that 
it was reminiscent of the old prep days at 
Etowah in Attalla, it may also have been a 
preview of things to come. “Freddie just 
reared back and threw,” Malone said. “That 
play brought back old memories. It felt just 
like high school, just like the old days. 
Afterwards, I told Freddie that we ought to 
hook up like that more.” 


Class 5A all-state and 1991 
SuperPrep All-America, Malone 
caught 145 passes for 3,101 yards and 
30 touchdowns in high school. He snagged 
47 for 950 yards and six scores as a senior, 
highlighted by a seven-reception night for 
175 yards and three touchdowns as the Blue

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Devils won a 69-63 overtime shootout. 

However, those numbers were down from 
the 45 catches for 1,069 yards and 13 touch- 
downs Malone registered as a junior. And his 
junior numbers were below those of his 10th 
grade season, when he caught 54 passes for 
1,129 yards and 10 touchdowns. 

“That was because when I was a sophomore 
most of the time everybody played me man- 
to-man, and when I was a junior they started 
double-covering me. Then when | was a 
senior, they triple-teamed me,” explained 
Malone. “So I had to work real hard to get 
free, It frustrated me a lot because | didn’t 
think sie could play me man-to-man.” 

Etowah enjoyed a prolific passing attack, 
with Kitchens at quarterback, and before him 
Patrick Nix. Nix, who was Malone's quarter- 
back his first two years, is now at Auburn 
where he played behind Stan White, but 
came off the bench cold to complete a last- 
gasp fourth-and-15, 39-yard touchdown pass 
which helped Auburn beat Alabama this sea- 
son. 

After the game, Malone talked to Nix. “I 
just told him that he really stepped up and 
played a good game, and he told me to keep 
up the good work for the next two games, ” 
Malone said. 

Nix graduated a year ahead of Malone and 
Nix’s father, the offensive coordinator at 
Etowah, had tried to convince Malone to join 
his son on the Plains. However, Malone opted 
for the Crimson Tide over the Tigers, 
Arkansas, and Southern Miss. Whereas 
Malone admits that he thought about going 
to Auburn with Nix, he also considered 
Southern Miss since another Attalla friend 
and teammate, Tyrone Nix (no relation), en- 
rolled there as a linebacker. The Razorbacks 
were also in the running because Malone's 
cousin, Oscar Malone, plays tailback for the 
Hogs. 
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“| chose Alabama mainly because they win 
a lot of games and | was a part of a winning 
team in high school and I wanted to continue 
to be a part of a winning team in college,” 
Malone said. “I also liked the coaching staff. I 
just thought I fit in real good here. 

“My biggest thrill so far is just being here. 
It’s a great feeling just to be a part of the 
Alabama tradition. 

“And now that I'm playing, I go into every 
game wanting to make a big play for the team 
and for myself. I just want to help the team 
do good.” 


alone said that he has been satisfied 
Me his season with the Crimson 

Tide. “Things seemed to go pretty 
good,” he said. “I made a couple of big catch- 
es. I'm just happy to be out there and playing 
the way that I am.” 

That however does not mean that Malone is 
content. He says he wants to continue to get 
better. “I work hard trying to run good (pass) 
routes. | try to get the defensive back playing 
me to think about what I'm going to do,” said 
Malone, who has 4.5 speed in the 40-yard 
dash and bench presses 275 pounds. “My 
biggest problem so far has been reading de- 
fenses. That's the area where I really have to 
work harder.” 

Malone said that next year he wants to lead 
the team in receptions, reception yardage, 
touchdown catches, “and whatever. I just 
want to play big,” he said. 

“That's the type guy he is,” said McCorvey. 
“He does a good job catching the football, 
and that’s the number one priority and what 
you want him to do. 

“His speed is very deceiving. He doesn’t 
look like he’s running, but he covers a lot of 
ground. He doesn’t have real quickness or 
make-you-miss ability, but he has the ability 
to get in the right spot, make the catch, and 


then turn it into a big play. If he catches the 
ball in the open field, he can take it in for a 
long score.” 

Malone is a likely replacement for senior 
Kevin Lee. He doesn’t possess Lee's speed, but 
McCorvey said that Malone has better pass 
catching skills than Lee had at this stage of 
his career. But Curtis Brown will be back, and 
Chad Key and Marcel West will also compete 
for the position. Rick Brown suffered a ca- 
reer-ending back injury and will not return. 
Of course, the elusive and versatile David 
Palmer is expected to be back at flanker to 
make his run for the Heisman Trophy, though 
he may again switch to quarterback when 
needed. 

“All of those guys can be used at split end 
or flanker,” said McCorvey. “It just gives us a 
little more depth in our receivers group, 
which I| think is one of the finest groups 
we've had in the time that I've been here. | 
use them interchangeably because they can 
all play both positions. 

“Ordinarily the split end has a little more 
size and is more of a possession guy, whereas 
the flanker is usually a guy with more versa- 
tility and athletic ability,” explained 
McCorvey. “With the flanker, you want a lit- 
tle more movement and motion.” 

Malone has played both spots this season. 
“That has helped him learn our offense 
quicker, and it has also enabled him to fill in 
at both positions where we needed him,” said 
McCorvey. 

“He's done a good job filling in. He's a first- 
year player who still has some things to learn. 
He’s adjusted, and because he’s improved 
from the first of the season, he's gotten play- 
ing time. 

“Next year we're going to have to find ways 
to incorporate him into our offense, because 
when he gets his hands on the football he can 
make something happen.” 
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First Year 
Shows His 
Potential

Staying injury-free ina 
season of injuries gave 
him valuable playing time 


hey say when it rains, it pours. It’s 
Te pouring on the Alabama defen- 

sive line all season. Of the Tide’s seven 
defensive linemen, six have suffered injuries 
at some point during the season. Most have 
missed playing time, some have not. 
Redshirt freshman Ozell Powell has the dis- 
tinction of being the only member of the 
Tide defensive front to remain healthy 
throughout Alabama’s 1993 campaign. 

For the 6-5, 278-pounder from Greenville, 
the Tide's inability to develop any continuity 
along the defensive front is viewed as yet an- 
other obstacle in what has been a season 
wrought with adversity. “Sometimes these 
things (injuries) just happen,” said Powell. 
“1 wish I knew why. I do know this, if we 
had stayed healthy, we would not have lost 
three ball games.” 

It all started in Alabama's season opener 
against Tulane and would set the tone for 
what would be the worst rash of injuries in 
recent memory. Damiean Jeffries fractured a 
foot and subsequently missed the next four 
games. James Gregory sprained a knee and 
missed the Tide’s next contest against 
Vanderbilt. Although back in the lineup, 
Gregory (who has we had a sprained wrist 
and battled through a bout of tonsillitis and 
subsequent period of infection) has yet to 
match last year’s form prior to his injury 
against Mississippi State. 

The list continues. Kendrick Burton, hurt 
against Arkansas, missed three games. 
Elverett Brown, hurt prior to Southern Miss, 
missed two games. Shannon Brown, strained 
a knee against Ole Miss, missed two games. 
And, Jeremy Nunley also strained a knee in 
practice while preparing for the Florida 
game, missing practice time but not the 


Ozell Powell is coming on strong as a defensive 
lineman.

Southeastern Conference Championship 
Game, won by the Gators. 

Like the rest of the Alabama team, Powell 
searches for answers as to why a team so in- 
jury-free in 1992 could be beset with injury 
after injury in 1993. “A lot of people say we 
didn’t work hard in the off-season and that's 
the reason for the injuries,” he said. “I don’t 
think that’s the case, at least not with me. 
Injuries are a part of the game. The fact that 
we've had so many is unusual. Hopefully, we 
can learn from it and try to prevent this type 
of thing in the future.” 

Defensive line coach Mike Dubose be- 
lieves the problem could be part mental. 
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I, he had an initial campaign that shows he can be an outstanding player

“When you have so many injuries early on 
like we did, it can cause some apprehension 
on the part of the player,” he said. “I'm not 
saying that's the case, but it could be a con- 
tributing factor. A lot of times, when players 
see a number of teammates go down with 
injuries, it causes them to be a little too 
careful and maybe they don’t go quite full 
speed, which makes him even more vulnera- 
ble to injury, especially against an aggressive 
team. It’s nothing they do intentionally; it’s 
more of a subconscious thing.” 

Is it possible that the Tide had a fall-off in 
work ethic following an undefeated season 
and a national championship. “That's cer- 


tainly a possibility,” said Dubose. “No matter 
how hard you work in the off-season, there's 
always room to work a little harder. We had 
a lot of kids here over the summer. At the 
time, we thought they were doing fine. 
Maybe they could have worked a little hard- 
er, I really don’t know.” 


erhaps the rash of injuries has been a 
Pisin in disguise for Powell. He has 

received significant playing time, min- 
utes he would not have gotten had the Tide 
D-line stayed healthy. Powell appreciates the 
playing time but hates the reason for it. “I’ve 
played little more than I expected,” he 
said. “The coaches had no choice in the 
matter. No matter what, we have to field a 
team with what we have. I've seen so many 
people get hurt, | wonder if 1 might be next. 
I really can’t worry about it, though. We still 
have to play the game.” 

Playing in all 12 games for the Tide, 
Powell is slowly learning Dubose’s compli- 
cated scheme. Although his statistics are not 
exactly eye-catching, he has accomplished 
what no other Alabama defensive lineman 
has been able to do-stay healthy. He has 
withstood the bumps and bruises his team- 
mates have not. For the year, Powell was 
credited with 10 tackles, including one for 
lost yardage and two sacks for losses of 15 
yards. He also had five quarterback pres- 
sures and one pass broken up. 

Powell’s best game of the year came 
against South Carolina. In what will be re- 
membered as a field day for the Bama defen- 
sive front, Powell recorded only two tackles, 
but one was a huge sack of Carolina quarter- 
back Steve Tannyhill that took the 
Gamecocks out of field goal range. “That 
was our best game of the year by far,” said 
Powell. “He (Tannyhill) got us so fired up 
with that attitude of his, we knew we were 
going to unload on him all night.” 

Dubose believes Powell shows potential, 
but is still worlds away from being a front 
line player in the Southeastern Conference. 
“Sure, Ozell has potential. That's why we re- 
cruited him. But he's got a long, long way to 
go. Ozell has made some progress since he 
got here, but he's gotten a little too big too 
quick. He's too heavy for his body frame and 
its hurt his speed and quickness. He needs to 
hit the weight room really hard and lower his 
body fat content. The off-season condition- 
ing program will be crucial for him. Right 
now, he lacks the intensity that is so impor- 
tant for a defensive lineman to have. But he's 
still young and a lot of that comes with ma- 
turity. His role on the team will certainly in- 
crease as he matures. He has the potential to 
be a John Copeland type and be a good run 
player as well as a good pass rusher.” 

Alabama has gone back and forth in its de- 
fensive scheme this year, sometimes in a 
three-man front, when Powell is a backup 
end, and sometimes in a four-man front, 
when he is a tackle. In the SEC 
Championship Game Powell got the starting 
nod at left tackle and played 51 snaps, more 
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than any other defensive lineman except 
Nunley. 

Powell said the game had some personal 
significance. “I almost signed with Florida 
out of high school,” he said. “It was between 
them and Alabama.” 


looks forward to improving. “No, I'm 

not the player | want to be, not even 
close,” he said. “If 1 was, I'd be playing every 
snap instead of only in certain situations. 
But I've still got three years to go after this 
season.” With seniors Nunley and Gregory 
moving on after the season, Powell may get 
his chance sooner than most people think 

As is the case with the rest of the Tide de- 
fensive linemen, Powell is adjusting to what 
many call a change of philosophy on the 
defensive line. Dubose and the Tide have all 
but abandoned Alabama's traditional two- 
gap approach at the point of attack. Dubose 
now uses four, sometimes five defensive 
lineman in an effort to better utilize existing 
personnel. Few would deny that the overrid- 
ing factor in this change of philosophy is the 
loss of Copeland and Eric Curry. 

“1 wouldn't say that we've totally aban- 
doned the two-gap approach,” said Dubose 
of the scheme that gives defensive linemen 
an option on which path to take to the op- 
posing backfield, “The fact is, we just don’t 

ave the talent up front we had last year. 
Add to that all the injuries and we have little 
choice. Our guys have pretty much done 
what we've asked of them. We just can’t 
seem to develop a personality or any conti- 
nuity as a unit because of the injuries.” 

Despite the falloff in talent and the numer- 
ous injuries, Alabama has still managed to 
rank among the best in the nation defensive- 
ly. Not bad for a bunch of walking wounded. 
However, Bama faithful can now see what 
truly great players Eric Curry and John 
Copeland were. 

In addition to the Tide’s plethora of in- 
juries, off-the-field problems continue to 
haunt the Tide program. The recent suspen- 
sions of linebackers André Royal and Will 
Brown, coupled with Antonio Langham’ eli- 
gibility problems, would be sufficient to de- 
stroy any remaining morale on most teams. 

“Not so,” said Powell. “I could sit here and 
come up with a lot of excuses but | wont. 
These are things that we (the players) can't 
control. Not having these guys will be a 
blow to our defense (against North Carolina 
in the Gator Bowl), there's no doubt about 
that. Hopefully, some of the younger guys 
can step in and take up the slack. We'll just 
have to wait and see. I feel just as confident 
as I did at the beginning of the season.” 

Powell and his teammates had reason to 
be confident, coming off a record-setting 
national championship year. 

As Powell's inaugural season draws to a 
close, the 20-year-old redshirt freshman has 
interesting insight into this year’s team. 
“From the beginning of the season, every- 
one seemed to think of us as last year's 


Pe: is aware of his shortcomings and 
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team,” he said. “That created a lot of pres- 
sure that last year's team didn't have to deal 
with. It’s hard to live up to people's expecta- 
tions when they really don’t tna what's 
going on. I think the biggest difference in 
this year's team and last year’s is that they 
were able to capitalize on the opponent's 
mistakes. So far this year, we've been unable 
to do that.” 

As the Tide's only defensive lineman to re- 
main injury-free throughout the season, 
could there be some apprehension on the

part of Powell? “Not really,” he said. “I think 
about it sometimes, but if you think about it 
too much, I think you up your chances of 
getting hurt. You just have to go out and cut 
oose, which is what I plan to do.” 

Ozell Powell still has hills to climb as an 
athlete. As a member of a defensive line rid- 
dled with injuries, Powell was thrown into 
the fire quicker than either he or Dubose ex- 
pected. The experience, however, will be in- 
valuable. Don’t be surprised if, down the 
road, you see “All-SEC” next to his name.

She com- 
peted in every meet her final three seasons 
and was a solid 9.85 on bars, beam and floor 
throughout the 1993 year. 

Their replacements have their work cut out 
for them, but the members of this 1994 team 
have the credentials to make this one of the 
most talented team’s in Alabama history. 

Neubauer is a sophomore, but she can be 
considered a new face because she suffered a 
stress fracture in her foot and was sidelined 
after the first three meets last year. Had she 
not been injured in 1993, she would have 
made an impact on last year’s team. 

She only competed in the Tide's first three 
meets, her best outing being the season 
opener where she scored a 9.85 on bars and 
a 9.75 on beam.

season on bars. On that event, she scored a 
career best 9.90 three times. 

Fellow senior Sheryl Dundas, who won 
All-America honors on beam in 1992, scored 
her career best on floor in 1993, a 9.85. She 
competed in every meet on beam and floor 
scoring a season-high 9.80 on beam twice. 

Sophomore Kim Kelly played a big role on 
last year’s team early on. She competed in 
the all-around nine times, but really came 
on strong at the end of the season. Her best 
meet came at an opportune time, the NCAA 
Championships, where she scored a career 
best 39.575 in the all-around, a 9.925 on 
vault, and 9,90 on bars and beam. 

Junior Chasity Junkin came full circle in 
1993. As a freshman in 1992, she served 
primarily in a reserve role, competing in six 
meets primarily in the uneven bars ‘iiienp. 
She was slowed by an ankle injury early in 
the season. Last year, she came on like 
gangbusters, ending the year as one of the 
team's top all-around competitors. In 10 all- 
around performances, she scored above a 
38.50 seven times. She placed seventh in 
the all-around at the SEC Championships 
with a career best 38,95. She scored career 
best marks on every event. 

Marti Watson returns as an improved 
vaulter for the Tide. Last year she competed 
in every meet on that event, scoring a career 
best 9.70 five times. 

Keri Duley, also a senior this season, did not 
compete in 1993 due to a knee injury. In 
1992 she was the first alternate on the uneven 
bars and as a freshman in 1991, she competed 
in three meets, with her best score a 9.65. 

Junior Gretchen Stockley is one of 
Alabama's consistent vaulters. She vaulted 


in every meet, scoring a best mark of 9.80 
twice. She received a 9.70 or better in seven 
of 10 performances.

which could mean good things for the 

1994 gymnastics team. Last year success 
was bountiful as the Tide placed second in 
the nation with a school record setting mark 
of 196,825. Dobransky won her second all- 
around title and Foster earned four more 
All-America honors giving her a NCAA 
record total of 17. 

Besides scoring records being broken in 
1993, attendance records fell as well. In five 
home meets last season the Tide averaged 
over 6,500 per event with a record crowd of 
9,513 on hand for the Alabama-Georgia 
meet. The Southeastern Conference 
Championship meet drew 8,138 fans. In 
nine of 10 meets over the past two years, 
Alabama has drawn over 5,000 in attendance. 

The success of this program stretches fur- 
ther back than 1993. In 15 years under the 
direction of the Pattersons, the Tide gymnas- 
tics program has captured two NCAA 
Championships, two SEC Championships 
and 10 regional titles. Tide gymnasts have 
won eight individual national championship 
titles, and 12 Southeastern Conference 
championships. Since 1985, Alabama has 
been the only team in the nation to place in 
the top four every year at the NCAA 
Championships. In the past six champi- 
onships, Alabama has picked up two [first 
place finishes, two seconds and two thirds. 

As a whole the 1994 Alabama team could 
very well be the Patterson’s most-talented 
overall. If success does indeed breed suc- 
cess then look for the new faces at Alabama 
to mix with the old to produce another 
championship caliber team this season.

How The Tide Looks, Event-By-Event 


Event-by-event, here's what the Tide lost and what Alabama has returning 
for the 1994 season, 

VAULT...Traditionally one of Alabama’s weaker events, the Tide made 
record improvements last year, setting a school record and scoring above a 
49.00 four times. The Tide lost a 10 in Foster, who scored 10s on vault four 
times in 1993. Kelly returns as the top scorer on this event with a career best 
9,925. She scored a 9,80 or better in every meet last year. 

Newcomers Meredith Willard and Kim Bonaventura should be strong 
vaulters this season. Kim has competed a tuck front in and is training that 
vault as well as a pike front. Stephanie Woods trained a round off vault in 
USGF competition and is having to make the transition to a new vault. 
Neubauer has the potential to be one of the team’s best vaulters. 

The key on this event for the Tide is to gain strength depth in the lineup. 

Junkin, Watson and Stockley can provide the team with 9.70 and 9.80s con- 
sistently. 
UNEVEN BARS.,,Alabama’ strongest event in 1993, will be the biggest ques- 
tion mark in 1994, Last year Alabama scored a phenomenal 49.475 al the 
Central Regional breaking the school record by .30. Seven times last year 
Alabama scored above a 49.00, The Tide loses two major contributors to that 
lineup in Foster and Dobransky, who both consistently provided the lineup 
with high scores. Foster scored a 9.85 or better 12 times, with a perfect 10 
against LSU. Dobransky score a 9.85 or better 10 times. 

Stilp and Kelly scored 9.90s last season and Junkin was a steady 9.80 per- 
former. 

This is an event where Neubauer and the [reshmen will need to step up to 
fill the void left by Foster and Dobransky. 

This event will require transitions in construction of routines by the new 
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standards set by the United States Gymnastics Federation. The skill will re- 
main the same, but the bonuses will differ, dictating some changes in con- 
structions. Fans can look forward to seeing different routines with a wider va-

Kelly 
was noted for her beam skills in USGF competition and didn’t let down last 
season, scoring a 9.90 four times. Dundas can provide consistency and big 
scores as well, Junkin emerged last year as a dependable member of the “beam 
team” scoring in the 9.70 range last year. 

Woods and Bonaventura have the capabilities of being two of the best in 
the country on this event and as Willard becomes more consistent, she will be 
a solid competitor for the Tide. This is another event where Neubauer can 
slep up and be a strong force in the lineup. 

FLOOR EXERCISE...Alabama has the charisma, talent and strength to excel in 
this event, and it will take that to fill the void left by Foster and Dobransky. 

Last year, the Tide set a school record (49.35) and scored above a 49.00 
seven times. 

Returning from that lineup are Stilp, who is capable of a 9.90 every time 
she steps on the floor, Dundas, who is a consistent 9.80 performer, Junkin, 
who progressed last year into a 9.80 competitor and Kelly, who also scored 
9.90 last season. 

The veteran lineup and newcomers will all need to pick it up a notch to 
make up for the losses of Foster and Dobransky. 

“As good of gymnasts as we have, it will take time and maturity to get to 
the level of what we lost.” said Sarah Patterson.

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Southern Preppers Have Lots Of Skill

Here is a look at some 
of the top backs and wide 
receivers in the Southeast 


hile Alabama football recruiting 
Wiews: looks to in-state high 
school football players first, the 


Crimson Tide has a national program, and, 
as such, can altract top athletes from other 
areas, Over the years the preponderance of 
out-of-state football signees have come from 
the Southeast. 

Although signings do not begin until 
February 2, the recruiting pace has picked 
up considerably as coaches can make face- 
to-face contact with prospects now. 

This fourth in-depth look at top high 
school football prospects concentrates on 
the skill position players—backs and wide re- 


ceivers—in the region. 

Florida historically produces the greatest 
number of high school prospects in the re- 
gion (and among the most in the nation). 
Some Sunshine State prep stars have been 
linked to Alabama by various recruiting 
publications. They include: 

Jeff Butler, a 6-1, 220-pounder from Lake 
Brantley High School in Altamonte Springs, 
is a prototype fullback who rushed for over 
800 yards and scored 13 touchdowns as a 
junior. He is an excellent athlete who has 
also lettered in baseball and he is academi- 
cally eligible. 

Dale Terrell, 6-1, 218, and with 4.5 speed, 
led Lakeland to its first ever undefeated sea- 
son. Alter a junior year in which he rushed 
for 850 yards and 12 TDs on only 95 carries, 
he had an even bigger senior season with 
1,367 yards and 27 touchdowns on 210 
rushes. He is also a track star, but, surpris- 
ingly, not as a sprinter, but as a discus 
thrower.He has a 2.6 grade point average, 
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but has not yet received a passing score on 
the SAT or ACT. 

Fred Taylor is a 6-1, 217-pound running 
back for Glades Central in Belle Glade. His 
team went 10-1 this year as he rushed for 
1,545 yards and 20 touchdowns on only 150 
carries (an average of over 10 yards per rush). 
He has a time of 4.3 in the 40. He also had 
eight pass receptions for 95 yards and two 
touchdowns. And he is academically eligible. 

Amp Campbell is a 6-1, 185-pound defen- 
sive back for Sarasota Riverview. Many con- 
sider him the top athlete in Florida. 
Although he could play any skill position on 
the field, he is expected to be a cornerback 
because of his great speed and coverage abil- 
ity. He is expected to qualify academically. 

Homer Torrance, 6-2, 190, is a free safety 
at West Orange High in Winter Garden who 
is reportedly deciding between Alabama and 
Florida State. He runs a 4.4 40. 

Ben Washington is a 6-0, 180-pound de- 
fensive back from Tallahassee Lincoln. 
Washington has the size and speed to be a 
college cornerback. He has played both de- 
fensive back and running back in high 
school and many believe he could also be an 
excellent wide receiver. Although he is not 
yet been announced as academically eligible, 
he is expected to qualily. 

Lee Roberts is a 6-1, 185-pound quarter- 
back at Pace High School. Although he 
didn’t get much of an opportunity to shine 
as a junior because Florida State signee 
Thad Busby was the 1992 quarterback, 
Roberts has had a very solid senior year and 
is ranked among the top prospects. 


labama is expected to finish this re- 
Azitie season with perhaps four 

new defensive backs. The Crimson 
Tide has been linked with several top cor- 
nerbacks and safeties in Tennessee. Among 
these is Emmett Mitchell, 6-1, 187, from 
Memphis Whitehaven, the school that sent 
redshirt freshman running back Curtis 
Alexander to Bama this year. Mitchell was 
named the number two prospect in 
Tennessee by the Knoxville News-Sentinel 
(and his teammate, defensive lineman 
Cletidus Hunt was number one). He was 
unanimously named defensive player of the 
year in Memphis. He was a quarterback as a 
junior, but has stared at running back and 
defensive back as a senior. He had six inter- 
ceptions and rushed for 774 yards and 12 
touchdowns this year. He is academically el- 
igible. 
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Allen Jackson is a 6-1, 185-pound safety at 
powerful Brentwood Academy near 
Nashville. He is also considered a prospect 
as a wide receiver. 

Michael Coleman is a 5-10, 195-pound 
defensive back from Stratford High School 
in Nashville. He is listed among the top 
four prospects in Tennessee. He was also a 
running back and was his team’s place- 
kicker and punter as well as kick returner. 
He rushed for over 1,000 yards and 18 
TDs and punted for a 40.8 average. As a 
junior he had 11 interceptions and he 
added five more this year. He is academi- 
cally eligible. 

Calvin Hall is a 6-4, 187-pound all-state 
wide receiver from Gallatin. As a junior he 
caught 40 passes for over 1,000 yards and 
11 touchdowns in leading his team to the 
state championship. This year he suffered an 
ankle injury and caught 19 passes for 327 
yards and two touchdowns. He is an excel- 
lent student who is qualified. 

Marlon Barnes is considered the top run- 
ning back in Tennessee and was rated [ifth 
best prospect by the News-Sentinel. He is a 
5-10, 185-pounder who plays at Millington 
near Memphis. He rushed for 1,732 yards 


and 23 touchdowns in 11 games as his team 
went 10-1. He is academically eligible. 


nother neighboring state that rou- 
At supplies Alabama with fine 

football players is Mississippi, and 
there are some exceptional skill position 
players in the Magnolia State this year. 

Jamie Day, 6-0, 190, is considered one of 
the nation’s top defensive back prospects. He 
plays for Neshoba Central in Philadelphia, 
the same school that sent Will Friend to 
Bama last year (and which is coached by 
Will's father, Chuck). He has also played of- 
fense and is a top running back (over 1,000 
yards rushing last year). 

Robert Reed is a 6-2, 195-pound quarter- 
back for Northwest Rankin in Brandon. He 
is an exceptional option quarterback who 
passed for over 1,000 yards and rushed for 
10 touchdowns as a junior. He is also an ex- 
cellent basketball player who averaged over 
20 points per game. Reed is also a good stu- 
dent who is academically qualified. 

Deshea Townsend is a 5-10, 175-pound 
David Palmer-type at Panola in Batesville. He 
is a wishbone quarterback, a wide receiver and 
a defensive back. He is academically qualified. 


A teammate of Townsend's, Paul Morgan, 
is a 5-11, 226-pound fullback. He rushed for 
over 1,000 yards as a junior and is generally 
regarded as the state's top fullback prospect. 
He is academically eligible. 

Harold Shaw is a 6-1, 215-pound tailback 
from Magee. He has 4.5 speed in the 40. He 
is an excellent all-around athlete (18 points 
per game in basketball last year) and is ex- 
pected to qualify academically. 


ne of the top running backs in the 
(@ Es is Chris Howard, a 6-0, 200- 

pound tailback at always-powerful 
John Curtis in River Ridge, Louisiana. A 
true all-around athlete, he has lettered in 
four sports. He has rushed for over 1,000 
yards in each of the past three seasons. He 
averaged over 10 yards per carry as a junior. 
He is academically qualified. A Louisiana 
publication quoted him last fall as saying 
Alabama was his favorite team. 

The top defensive back in Louisiana is 
Robert Hammond, 6-3, 185, from 
Opelousas. He is academically qualified and 
plans to major in mechanical engineering in 
college. Hammond was all-state as a junior 
as he rushed for over 1,300 yards and had 
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Emmett Mitchell 


74 tackles from his safety position. 

Peter Lawrence is a 6-4, 194-pound defen- 
sive back from Crowley, who ranks just be- 
hind Hammond. He had over 100 tackles as 
a junior and is also an excellent basketball 
player who may opt for that sport in college. 

Eddie Bibbins is a teammate of Howard at 
John Curtis. He is a 6-5, 190-pound safety 
who runs a 4.5 40. 

The big recruiting interest in Louisiana 
this year is on a pair of quarterbacks, but 
Alabama is not believed to be involved with 
either. Peyton Manning, the son of Ole Miss 
legend Archie, is a 6-4, 205-pounder who 
plays for Newnan in New Orleans. While 
Manning is considered by some to be the 
nation’s top quarterback prospect, others list 
him only number two in the state of 
Louisiana. Josh Booty is a 6-3, 200-pounder 
at Shreveport who has passed for a national 
record 11,400 yards in his career, nearly 
3,000 this past season. Booty is also an ex- 
ceptional baseball player who is expected to 
be drafted next spring. 

Anthony Lucas is a 6-3, 190-pound wide re- 
ceiver for McCall in Tallulah and is ranked 
number one at his position in Louisiana. He 
was all-state as a junior with 40 catches for 800 
yards. He has run a 10.7 in the 100 meters. 


ver the years, Georgia has been re- 
O garded as second only to Florida in 

the number of high school football 
prospects produced. This year’s top name in 
the Peach State is quarterback Hines Ward, 
6-0, 175, from Forest Park. Some consider 
him a quarterback prospect, others a wide 
receiver. As a junior he completed 60 per 
cent of his passes for 1,200 yards and 
rushed for over 700 yards. One recent and 
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interesting report is that Ward said he was 
eliminating Alabama from consideration be- 
cause he had been told Bama is going on 
probation. 

Jason Bray, 5-11, 175, is considered 
Georgia's top defensive back prospect. He 
was all-state as a junior for LaGrange and is 
being recruited as a cornerback because of 
his exceptional quickness. He is also a good 
wide receiver. He is expected to qualify. 

Howard Bartley is a 6-3, 205-pound defen- 
sive back at Southwest DeKalb in Decatur. 
He could grow into a linebacker, but has the 
speed to play in the secondary. As a junior 
he had over 100 tackles. And he is defend- 
ing state champion in the high hurdles. He 
is expected to be eligible. 

Rod Perryman, 5-10, 195, is a running 
back at Atlanta Dunwoody, where he was 
all-state as a junior after rushing for 1,200 
yards and scoring 11 touchdowns. He is also 
a good defensive back and top baseball play- 
er and has qualified academically. 

Also in Atlanta, George Lombard is a 6-0, 
195-pound running back for Lovett. Some re- 
cruiting services regard him as the state's top 
prospect because of his speed and ability to 
find open holes. He could be a professional 
baseball draftee. He is qualified academically. 

Tony Portress is a 6-0, 190-pound running 
back from Newnan. As a junior he was his 
team’s leading rusher, even though Georgia 
Tech signee Derrick Steagall was an option 
quarterback on that team. Portress averaged 
over seven yards per carry. 

Another of the multi-talented prep stars 
emerging this year is Jacquez Green, a 5-11, 
160-pound wide receiver at Peach County in 
Fort Valley. As a junior he had 24 receptions 
for 351 yards and three touchdowns and 
also rushed for 12 touchdowns. He is also 
an excellent kick return man. He is academi- 
cally eligible. 

Courtney Freeman is a 5-10, 165-pound 
wide receiver from Marietta. He is a three-year 
starter with over 2,000 career receiving yards. 
He is expected to be academically eligible. 


ome coaching changes at South 
S Carolina and Clemson (and involving 

coaches at other schools) could affect 
recruiting in South Carolina. A couple of top 
players there have been linked with 
Alabama. 

One of the top running backs in the nation 
is Andre Aikens, a 6-1, 220-pound fullback 
for Daniel High School in Central, the 
school from which Bama lineman Joel 
Holliday came last year. He has rushed for 
over 4,000 yards in his career. He was all- 
state and back of the year in South Carolina 
as a junior as Daniel has won back-to-back

state titles. He is expected to be eligible. 

Zola Davis of Burke High in Charleston is 
one of the nation’s top defensive back 
prospects. His list of college choices accord- 
ing to various recruiting publications is a 
long and varied one, He is a 6-2, 185- 
pounder who is expected to be a defensive 
back, but who is also a fine wide receiver. 
He is qualified academically. 


anny Ford seems to have shut the 
D borders to Arkansas. We can find no 

evidence of Tide recruiting activity 
in Arkansas. 

However, the same cannot be said for Texas. 
The list of high school football prospects in 
traditionally-rich Texas who indicate they 
plan to go out of state this year is a long one. 
And Alabama appears to be involved with a 
number of those top performers. 

Among the skill position players in Texas 
who have been linked with Bama are: 

Chris Anderson, wide receiver, LaPorte; 
Kendall Cleveland, running back, West 
Orange Stark; Clarence Cruse, quarterback, 
Houston Eisenhower; Jerod Douglas, run- 
ning back, Converse Judson; Kelvin Eafon, 
running back, Seagoville; Jarvis Edison, de- 
fensive back, Bay City; Byron Hanspard, 
running back, DeSoto; kicking specialist 
Bryan Hawkins, Waco; Prentice Hill, defen- 
sive back, Dallas Carter; Armin Love, defen- 
sive back, Aldine MacArthur; Joseph 
McCray, running back, Houston Forest 
Brook; Eric Moore, quarterback, Dallas 
Carter; Aaron Oliver, wide receiver, 
Arlington Lamar; Andre Richardson, run- 
ning back, Dallas Carter; Bo Springfield, de- 
fensive back, Dennison; and Delon 
Washington, running back, Dallas Kimball. 
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Coaching Change 

New Clemson Head Coach Tommy 
West had made it known that he was 
going to try to entice Crimson Tide 
Assistant Coach Woody McCorvey back 
to the Tigers. He wasn’t able to get 
McCorvey (who came to Bama from 
Clemson four years ago), but West did 
add an Alabama coach to his staff. 

Ellis Johnson, a South Carolina native 
who has coached Alabama’s outside 
linebackers the past four years, agreed to 
join the Clemson staff in the same posi- 
tion. 

Johnson, who learned just prior to this 
season that he has Hodgkin's disease, said 
that two factors entering into his decision 
were that his insurance would remain in 
effect and that he would be able to contin- 
ue his treatments at The University of 
Alabama Medical Center in Birmingham. 

It may be that Alabama Head Coach 
Gene Stallings will wait until after the 
Gator Bowl to name a permanent replace- 
ment for Johnson. Former Tider Lorenzo 
“Whammy” Ward, a graduate assistant, 
has worked alongside Johnson in coach- 
ing the outside linebackers. 


Any Others? 
Will there be other changes in the Bama 
football coaching stall? 

If you believe the rumors there are 
going to be a lot of them. There is little to 
be gained by addressing rumors, but a 
reasonable guess is that other changes will 
be made in the football staff this year. One 
rumor was killed quickly. Bama is not 
talking to Oklahoma's Watson Brown. 


Three More Commitments 

Alabama has received its second and 
third public commitments from high 
school senior football players and has also 
received a commitment from a junior col- 
lege sophomore. 

Owen Winston, a 6-0, 175-pound de- 
fensive back at Montgomery Carver, was 
not on many pre-season recruiting lists, 
but had a terrific senior year and became 
a hot commodity. He committed to Bama. 

Matt Harrison, a 6-5, 260-pound center 
at Dadeville High School, was visited by 
Alabama Head Coach Gene Stallings and 
committed to the Tide moments later. 
Harrison, a straight-A student, admitted 
that he grew up an Auburn fan, but felt 
his chances athletically and academically 
were better at Alabama. He cancelled vis- 
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its to Notre Dame, LSU, Penn State, 
Michigan and Arkansas alter committing 
to Bama. 

Brad Ford was a 5-9, 135-pound defen- 
sive back when he was a senior at 
Dadeville a few years ago, and no major 
college football programs were interested 
in him. But Fresno Community College in 
California took Ford, and he has since 
grown up to 5-10, 175. More important, 
he was just named first team junior col- 
lege All-America at cornerback. He made 
an official visit to Tuscaloosa and commit- 
ted after his visit. 

Earlier it had been announced that 
Chris Sign, a 6-1, 250-pound offensive 
lineman from Lamar High School in 
Arlington, Texas, had committed to 
Alabama. 


Awards Time 

Although he is ineligible for the remain- 
der of the season because it was learned 
he signed with an agent nearly a year ago, 
senior defensive back and captain Antonio 
Langham had some good news at the end 
of his college career. Langham was named 
winner of the Jim Thorpe Award, present- 
ed to the nation’s outstanding defensive 
back. He finished his career as Alabama’s 
all-time interception leader with 19, in- 
cluding seven this year. 

And although David Palmer didn’t win, 
Alabama may have been a big winner in 
this year’s Heisman Trophy balloting. The 
junior star became the highest-finishing 
Crimson Tide football player in Heisman 
Trophy history when he was third behind 
Florida State's Charlie Ward and 
Tennessee's Heath Shuler. (Palmer actually 
had more first place votes than Shuler, 
who is also a junior.) Afterwards, Palmer 
said he would return to Bama next year in 
hopes of winning the award. 


No. 2 Is No. 2 

Alabama flanker/kick returner/quarter- 
back David Palmer, The Deuce, was run- 
nerup to Tennessee quarterback Heath 
Shuler in balloting conducted by the 
Nashville Banner to name the player of the 
year in the Southeastern Conference. The 
newspaper polled the league's coaches. 

Tide defensive back Antonio Langham 
was seventh in the voting. 


All-America 
Both junior David Palmer and senior 
Antonio Langham were named first team 


All-America to virtually every recognized 
team. 

Placekicker Michael Proctor was second 
team All-America and first team 
Sophomore All-America by Football News. 


All-SEC 

Seven Alabama football players earned 
All-Southeastern Conference first team 
this year. Defensive back Antonio 
Langham was the only unanimous choice 
of the league’s head coaches, who picked 
six Bama players. Other Tiders selected on 
the first team were center Tobie Sheils, 
flanker David Palmer, placekicker Michael 
Proctor, defensive end Jeremy Nunley and 
outside linebacker Lemanski Hall. 
Additionally, junior defensive back Sam 
Shade was selected to the Birmingham 
News honor squad. 


Academic All-SEC 

While it was a disappointing 1993 foot- 
ball season for Alabama on the field, things 
are improving off the field, specifically in 
the classroom. Alabama placed 12 football 
players on the Southeastern Conference 
Academic Honor Roll this year. 

Those selected include the four Tiders 
who will be playing in the Gator Bowl as 
graduates, offensive tackle Matt 
Hammond and center Tobie Sheils, who 
were graduated last spring, and snapper 
Matthew Pine and wide receiver Lorenzo 
Cole, December graduates. 

Others earning a spot on the honor roll 
are linebacker Jay Brannen, defensive line- 
man Shannon Brown, offensive guard 
John Clay, quarterback Jason Jack, defen- 
sive back Jackson Lowery, offensive line- 
man Kareem McNeal, tight end Josh 
Niblett, and placekicker Matt Wethington. 


Stevenson Injured 

Any remote chance junior offensive 
guard Jon Stevenson might have had to 
play in the Gator Bowl ended in an auto- 
mobile accident. Stevenson had generally 
been counted out of the bowl game be- 
cause of a knee injury (that doesn’t re- 
quire surgery). However, Stevenson suf- 
fered numerous cuts in an automobile ac- 
cident and had over 100 stitches in his 
face. He was hospitalized for several days. 


Letson Improving 

Alabama golfer Greg Letson, a junior 
from Florence who was Bama’s top per- 
former in the fall season, is improving,

but still hospitalized after being seriously 
injured in an automobile accident in 
November. He is under going physical 
therapy and there was hope he would be 
released by Christmas. 

Letson suffered a head injury, broken 
pelvis, broken ribs, and broken fingers. He 
has had two pins placed in broken fingers 
on his left hand-the dominant hand for a 
right-handed golfer. Doctors are optimistic 
he will make a full recovery. 


PGA Qualifier 

Former Alabama golfer Dicky Pride has 
earned his card to play on the professional 
golf tour. The top 40 qualifiers in a six- 
round tournament earned cards. Both as- 
piring professionals, such as Pride, and for- 
mer professionals who had lost their cards, 
were in the qualifying field. Pride finished 
25th in the field and had a best round of 65 
in the qualifying at Palm Springs. 

Former Tider David Kirkpatrick made it 
to the third stage of PGA qualifying and re- 
ceived a conditional card. 


Pre-Season NIT 

Alabama's 1993-94 season has just gotten 
under way, but already there has been big 
news about next year. The Crimson Tide of 
Coach David Hobbs has been extended an 
invitation to a premier event, the Preseason 
National Invitation Tournament. It will be 
Bama’s first appearance in the tournament, 
which this year attracted seven ranked 
teams, including defending national cham- 
pion North Carolina. Kansas won this 
year's tournament. 


Moving On Up 

The Alabama women's basketball team of 
Coach Rick Moody has climbed to 12th in 
the nation in the Associated Press poll and 
11th in the USA Today/CNN poll by win- 
ning its first six games. The six-game win- 
ning streak to open the season is the best 
in Alabama women’s basketball history. 
The big impetus, a jump from 16th to 
12th, came after the Tide women blasted 
fifth-ranked Louisiana Tech, 99-77. 

Bama breezed to two tournament cham- 
pionships with senior guard Betsy Harris 
earning Most Valuable Player honors as the 
Tide won the Cyclone Classic at Iowa State 
and sophomore center Yolanda Watkins 
taking top individual honors as Alabama 
won its own Shoney’s Classic. 

Alabama’s highest ranking ever was 
eighth in 1984. 


First Redshirt 
Alabama Head Women’s Basketball 
Coach Rick Moody has announced he will 
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redshirt freshman guard Leah Monteith. 
She will be the first redshirt in the women’s 
programi. Bama has good depth and experi- 
ence at the guard position. 


Now We Just Need Players 

Alabama now has a women's soccer 
coach. Don Staley, who has coached the 
Radford (Virginia) University Highlanders 
for the past nine seasons, will head up the 
Crimson Tide women's soccer team when it 
begins competition next fall. 

Alabama had a women’s soccer team 
from 1985 through 1988 when Vanderbilt 
was the only other team in the SEC with a 
program. Bama dropped the sport and 
added women’s volleyball, played by most 
of the league's schools. Now many SEC 
teams have women's soccer and as part of 
the attempt to head off more gender equity 
problems before they arise, Alabama made 
the decision to revive women’s soccer be- 
ginning in 1994. 

Staley, 33, coached the Radford women 
since 1985 and added the men’s program in 
1986. The combined record of the two 
teams was 189-125-25. His women earned 
10 or more wins in each of the last six sea- 
sons, including tying a school record for 
victories last fall with a 15-3-2 mark. He 
was named Big South Coach of the Year. He 
coached at the high school level before 
going to Radford as assistant coach in 1984. 

Staley was the team most valuable player 
as goalkeeper for Virginia Wesleyan. 


All-America Runner 

Freshman Becki Wells had a fabulous 
first year for the Alabama women's cross 
country team. After winning the 
Southeastern Conference and NCAA 
District III individual championships, she 
finished 19th in the NCAA Champion- 
ships, good enough for All-America rank- 
ing. Her performance led the Bama women 
of Coach David Troy to a 13th place finish. 

Also scoring for Bama at the NCAA 
Championships were sisters Malin and 
Marie Ohlund, Caroline Kerr and Vicky 
Lynch. 


Volleyball Success 

Although Alabama’ final record of 17-21 
and SEC mark of 2-12 don’t look particu- 
larly good, Coach Dorothy Franco-Reed’s 
fledgling program had some successes this 
year. Bama defeated Mississippi State in the 
first round of the SEC Tournament before 
falling to eventual champion Florida. The 
Tide returns every starter for 1994. 

Freshman Lorian Newcomer finished the 
season with 500 digs, fourth-highest total 
in SEC history. And Erin Tenbrunsel in- 


creased her assist total from 505 in 1992 to 
1,248 in 1993. 


And In the Classroom 

Four members of the Alabama volleyball 
team were chosen to the Academic All-SEC 
Team. Junior Jenny Vieth, who was also 
second team All-District Academic, Erin 
Tenbrunsel, Kerri Kuiper and Melanie Ryer 
all made the honor squad. 


Fast Swim Starts 

While swimming and diving season techni- 
cally begins in the fall semester, teams really 
get down to business alter the first of the year. 
However, Coach Jonty Skinner’s Alabama 
team is off to a fast start. Skinner said, “We're 
swimming so much faster this year than we 
were a year ago it's almost scary.” 

Top performer for Bama has been, as ex- 
pected, senior All-America Travis Myers. 
He has the nation’s best time by half a sec- 
ond in the 100 breaststroke and has al- 
ready qualified for the NCAA 
Championships in the 200 breaststroke 
and the 100 freestyle, as well as the 100 
breaststroke. 

Others earning high marks for early 
swims are, for the men, junior Milo 
Crawlord in the 50 free and 100 butterfly, 
freshman Adam McBride in the 100 and 
200 breaststroke, sophomore Alex Voris in 
the 200 freestyle, and sophomore Russell 
McDowell in the 100 and 200 butterfly; 

And for the women, freshman Francine 
Mathot in the 100 and 200 breaststroke, 
junior Katherine Rhodes in the 200 breast- 
stroke and 200 and 400 individual medley, 
freshman Ann-Sofie Joennsson in the 1000 
and 1650, sophomore Stacy Potter in the 
50 freestyle and 100 butterfly, and senior 
Georgia Sewell and sophomore Anna 
Lindberg in the 100 butterfly.

A campaign has been under way for sev- 
eral months to commemorate former 
Alabama Head Football Coach Paul Bryant 
with a United States postage stamp.
